*8© eggs are on the verge of a great 
smash in the egg market. 
Despite every effort to hold the j 
market to famine prices, the egg gam- 
dors confront a break which prom- j 
ses to wipe out the fictitous margin : 
of CO to 40 p c cent iii prices, which ! 
has been squeezed out of the public. * 
Every nervj and resource has been j 
strained by the egg gamblers who j 
control the borage houses to book j 
and hold the retail price of eggs up­ 
ward of 40 cents a dozen, whereas 
eggs should be retailing in Philadel­ 
phia for from 25 to 28 cents a dozen. 
The storage houses are filled with 
eggs which stand the wholesalers and 
speculators an average of 22 tents a 
dozen. 
Virtually all the eggs now' 
being consumed in this city ire stor­ 
age eggs. 
It has been necessary for the egg 
gamblers in Philadelphia to practi­ 
cally close this market to fresh eggs, 
in order to prevent a big break in the 
prices of storage eggs. Producers and 
dealers in the west have been r-otified 
that there is “no market” in Phila­ 
delphia and New York, because the 
speculators ere “loaded up to the 
roof” with storage eggs. 
Shippers outside 
of 
Philadelphia 
have been wiring this city with citers 
of fresh eggs, but the wholesalers 
and speculators in the “cooler” eggs 
are turning the offers down and re­ 
plying “sell elsewhere 
We are load­ 
ed up with storage eggs.” 
In the meantime the public is being 
compelled to pay 30 cents a dozen 
for the smaller size storage eggs and 
40 cents a dozen for the “selected” 
storage eggs.

“fresh.” hut. they are now' generally 
marked “selected” only, 
with 
the 
word “storage” omitted, the consumer 
being led to believe he is paying for 
fresh eggs.

part of the present month 3,520,000 
crates of eggs in cold storage, or 232,- 
000 more than at the same time last 
year. 
In other and smaller warehouses 
there were ^proximately 500,000 ad- 
ditonal crates.

person. 
Only thus can we appreciate 
how God could give His Son. and how

self, saying that He and the Father 
are one in the same sense that He 
desired all of His disciples. H is fob 
lowers, to be one— one In mind, in 
purpose, in will, in effort. 
“ That they 
may be one, even as we are one.” — 
John xvii, 21, 22. 


Jesus is God’s unspeakable gift in 
that it is impossible to tell the riches 
of God’s grace in this connection— I he 
numberless 
blessings 
and 
mercies 
which are ours through Jesus. 
He 
represents to us the very ful.ness of 
every divine provision for our eternal 
welfare. 
“ In Him dwelleth all the 
fullness of the Deity bodily.” 
(Co- 
losffians ii, 9.) 
In a certain sense all 
of God's intelligent creatures are in 
His image and represent Him . 
Thus 
are angels and 
cherubim 
Godlike: 
even Adam, made a little lower than 
the angels— of human nature— was an 
image of God in the flesh— fully in 
harmony in every line of his charac 
ter and being with the Divine char 
acter. 
Adam, bodily, represented God j 
in the world. 


But all these things, true of angels 
and of men, are still more true of 
Jesus ;and the Scriptures tell us that

S. M. Jordan, formerly of the state 


hoard of agriculture, and now man­ 
ager of the Pettis county bureau oi 
agriculture, 
was in the city today, 
says Friday'., Columbia Times. 


Mr. Jo rd an s work is peculiar in 
that it is generally considered epoch j 
making by agricultural experts who 
are carefully watching the results he 
is obtaining. 


A ll of Pettis county is organized 
into an agricultural bureau. 
There 
is a governing council of forty and 
sub-committees of three. 
These com­ 
mittees discuss good roads, finances, 
lairies, crops, seed rotation and many 
other things which are of interest tc 
farmers in Pettis county. 


“ Really,” said Mr. Jordan, as he 
smiled good naturedly, “ we discuss sc 
many things about the farmer that 
we should have a committee on hard 
tick.” 
Mr. Jordan’s work is varied. 
Four 
days in every week he is on a per­ 
sonal inspection of the farms in Pet 
tis county. 
He looks into the individ 
ual problems of each farmer, and 
gives that problem individual atten­ 
tion. 
The immense value of this sort 
of work can hardly tie overestimated. 
Meetings are held on farms and in 
district schoo. houses in the rural 
districts. 
From 
550 to OOO people 
have attended these meetings. 
At the last one. thirteen papers, in- 
luding St. Louis and Kansas City, 
sent men to cover the story. 
I wo 
days in the week Mr. Jordan spends 
in his office at Sedalia, where he pre 
pares bulletins and looks after the 
routine 
business. 
He also lectures 
every Monday to the High sen xii stu­ 
dents and whenever opportunity of­ 
fers to the ward schools. 
“ The ward schools show* the great­ 
est interest.” said Mr. Jordan. 
“ Fro 
I lien tty I have been stopped on the 
streets by Ut tic children w- o have 
a-ked me w h e n I was coming and ‘to 


please bury.’ ”

him by that office. 
He reviewed the .history of Mrs.

He told of Mrs. Lesh’s life* after 
the occurence and of the confession 
m ade in Los Angeles the ear v part 
of this month. 
At the closing of Mr. O’Bannon’s 
statem en t the defendant’s attorneys 
waived their orivilege of replying, and 
the first wi.ness for th e state was 
called. 
This was F. F . Quaintance broth­ 
er-in-law* of Mrs. E . M . Quaintance. 
who is alleged to have been poisoned 
by the defendant. 
He testified th a t he was present at 
the tim e of Mrs. Q uaintance’s illness. 
Asked as to her symptom s at the 
tim e he wras perm itted to answer, over 
objection by the defense, and said 
th at she vomited and acted rick at 
the stomach, and th at she v as re­ 
lieved by hypodermic injections of 
m orphine.
